In spite of his other difficulties

Of the ti.OOO troops with which he 
started out General Velasco succeed­ 
ed in 
reaching Saltillo with 1,200. 
Many had deserted, but his casual­ 
ties had been very great. 
Altogether, 
he says he withstood eighty-three a t­ 
tacks by the rebels. 
The military situation in Vera Cruz 
is unchanged, but rumors from the 
country districts of the possibility of 
an attem pt by adherents of Zapata 
to strike at the American outposts 
have caused preparati as to be made 
to meet any such movement. 
The report that General Huerta is 
fortifying the federal capital is said 
to have originated in a recent move­ 
m ent of a large quantity of small 
arms and ammunition from Manzan­ 
illo, on the Pacific coast.

AMERICAN CONSUL IS HELD 


It Is Reported Prisoner Is Threatened 
With Execution. 
Vera Cruz, May 5.—News reached 
here that John R. Tillman, acting 
American consul at San Luis Potosi, 
has been a prisoner in the hands of 
General Joaquin 
Maas, the federal 
commander, for eleven days and has 
been threatened every night with exe­ 
cution. 
The information about

m an’s predicament was brought here 
by two American newspaper corre­ 
spondents who came to Mexico re­ 
cently on the invitation of Provisional 
President Huerta. 
They went to the North to watch 
the field operations of the federal 
army- and after they had witnessed 
the defeat of the federal troops at 
San Pedro were taken back to San 
Luis Potosi and imprisoned, but were 
released afterward.

He reiterated that he will consent 
to mediation only on the incidents 
which had brought about a controver­ 
sy "between the United States and 
Mixico,” holding that he is the con- 
sstitutionally chosen leader to whom 
complaint about the insult at Tampico 
and other offenses originally should 
have been made 
In 
their 
telegram 
the 
mediators 
quoted Carranza’s last note to them, 
adding that so long as he maintains 
that attitude they must decline to re­ 
ceive a representative from him, as 
they cannot separate the incidents at 
Tampico and elsewhere which have 
brought about friction between Mex­ 
ico and the United States from the 
general subject of pacifying Mexico. 
The language of the telegram sent 
by the mediators leaves open to Car­ 
ranza, however, the privilege of send­ 
ing a special representative to partici­ 
pate in peace negotiation whenever 
he is willing to arrange an armistice 
with Huerta. 
This new turn in events ended, in 
the view of many officials, the chance 
of solving tho entire .Mexican prob­ 
lem immediately, though it did not 
lessen the enthusiasm of the medi­ 
ators, who will continue their efforts 
to solve the differences between Huer­ 
ta and the United States, which di­ 
rectly

Huerta Names Delegates. 


The South American mediators held 
three 
lengthy

announcing 
through Secretary Bryan that General 
Huerta has designated D. Emilio Ra- 
basa, an eminent Mexican jurist; Au­ 
gustin Rodriguez and Luis Elguero, 
a prominent lawyer, as his delegates 
to confer with the mediators. 
Reports of the desperate condition 
of Huerta at Mexico City continued to 
circulate and with such circumstan­ 
tial detail from authentic sources as 
to leave no doubt of his critical condi­ 
tion.
